Clever Speeches to the Natives 
By Commissioners Laird 
and “Jim" Ross 


Lacombe's Paternal 


Advice 


Lesser Slave Lake, Athabasca, July 
26.—On the 14th instant the Indian 
mouth of the river Otta-Wa-Woo, and 
treaty commissioners passed the 
during the afternoon at 5 o’clock for 
the first time we saw Pellican and 
Marti mountsins. We camped near 
Muskey river. The days were get- 
ting very long. At 10:36 p.m. it was 
still bright enough to read outside 
our tents. On the 15th instant a 
party of 20 men with a pilot named 
Daniel Ferguson, who had been sent 
by the Hudson’s Bay company in 
charge of our transportation, met us 
at Eating creek. Our flotilla now con- 
sisted of four boats and at 6:30 p.m. 
we were camped at “The Island” in 
Lesser Slave Lake. Owing to con- 
jtrary winds we had to remain there 
al) the follewing day. “Fair wind” 
was heard at 4 o’clock in the morning 
jand soon after we hoisted our sails 
and started. We had covered a dis- 
tance of 50 miles on the lake when a 
ierrible wind and rain storm compell- 
ed us to sail ashore. After great 
diticulty and danger we landed on 
the north shore of the lake where we 
eamped. The gale lasted all night 
and all the following day. Our boats- 
men were terror stricken and admitt- 
ed never having seen a worse storm 
in their life. During the night we 
were awakened by the alarm of the 
guides who were calling for help 
from the shore. The ropes to which 
our boats were attached were broken 
and the immense waves were rolling 
over our craft. All responded to the 
appeal and with the aid of all hands 
the four boats were pulled on the 
jshore. During that night our tents 
were blown down and we had to re- 
main in the open atr during that 
rain storm. 

Monday, the 19th instant, we left 
camp at 9 o'clock, and soon after a 
kindly breeze from the east brought 
our boats safe to their destination, 
Lesser Slave Lake, where we arrived 
at 3:45 p.m. Indians and Halfbreeds 
were camped all along the lake on 
both sides. A salute was fired from 
the shore by the natives. The com- 
\mission was driven to Stony Point, 
akout midway between the Hudson's 
Bay company’s post and the landing. 

The First Meeting. 

On tde following day the first meet- 
ing took place when nearly 600 
Indians responded to the appeal. Fol- 
lowing is @ verbatins seport of Hon. 
Mr. Laird’s speech before the chiefs, 
headmen and different bands of 
Indians: 

“a8 we all come to @ peaceful 
meeting, we will give to efich one a 
plece of tobacco, to have a friendly 
smoke. We have Mr. Tate as our 
interpreter, but in order to satisfy 
you, we have engaged Mr, Cunning- 
ham, whom you al] know well, to act 
as your interpreter, so that one in- 
terpreter can watch the other. Red 
brothers, we have come here today, 
sent by the great mother ww ..eat 
with you, and this is the paper she 
has given to us, signed with the seal 
to show that we have the authority 
to treat with you. The other com- 
missioners, who are associated with 
me and who are sitting here, are Mr. 
McKenna and Hon. Mr. Ross, and the 
Reverend Father Lacombe, who is 
with us to act as councillor and ad- 
visor, I. have to say on behalf of 
the Queen and the government of 
Canada that we have come to make 
you ap offer. We have made treaties 
in former years with all the Indians 
of the prairie and from there to Lake 
Superior. As white People are 
comiug into your country we have 
thought it well to tell you what is re- 
quired of you, 

“The Queen wants all the whites, 
Halfbreeds and Indians to be at 
peace with one another, and to shake 
hands when they meet. The Queen's 
laws must be obeyed all over the 
country, beth by the whites and 
incdans, It is not alone that we 
wish to prevent Indians trom bunting 
or tmoolesting the whites, it is also to 
Prevent Whites from molesting or 
dotug harm to the Indians. The 
Queen's soldiers are Just as much for

right now ac ccon as the treaty is 
signed. Next year, a8 soon as we 
know how many chiefs there are, and 
every three years thereafter, each 
chief will get a suit of clothes, and 
nvery councillor a suit, only not 
quite so good as the chief's. 

Then, as the white men are coming 
in and settling up the ccuntry, and 
as the Queen wishes the Indians to 
have lands of their own, we will give 
one square mile, or 640 acres, to each 
family of five, but there wil! be no 
compulsion to force Indians to go 
futo a reserve. Those not- wishing 
to go into a band, can get 160 acres 
of land for himesif, and some for each 
member of his family. These reserves 
or holdings you can select when you 
please, subject to the approval of the 

“Now I will give you an outline of 
the terms we offer you. If yon agree 
to take treaty, every one this year 
gets a present of $12. <A family of 
five, man, wife and three children, 
will get $60. A family of eight $96. 
After this year and tur every year 
govevament; that is, you might select 
lands thet might interfere with rights 
or lands of settlers. The government 
aust be sure the land you <elect is 
» the right place. Then again, as 
some of you may want to sow grain 
or potatoes the government will give 
you ploughs and harrows, hoes, etc., 
to enable you to do so, and every 
spring will furnish you with provis- 
fons to enable you to work and put 
in your crop. Again, if you do not 
wish to sow grain, or raise cattle, the 
government will furnish you with 
some aiumunition to hunt, and twine 
to catch fish. The government will 
also provide schools to teach your 
chiidren to read and write, and do 
other things like white men and 
their children. Schools will be es- 
tablished when there is a sufficient 
number of children. The government 
will give the chiefs axes and tcols 19 
make houses to live in and be cum- 
fortable. 

“Indians have buci sold that if they 
make a treaty they will not be allow- 
ed to hunt or fish the same as they 
do now, This ia not true, Indians 
who take treaty will be just as free 
to hunt and fish all over as they now 
are, but they must not molest  set- 
ders 'n so doing. In return for this 
ihe government expects that ie 
Indians will not interfere with or 
molest the miner, traveller or settler; 
we expect you to be good friends with 
everyone and shake hands with al! 
you meet. If any whites molest you 
in any way, shoot your dogs or horses 
or do you any harm, you have only 
to report the matter to the police and 
they will see that justice be done to 
you 

suere may be some things we have 
not mentioned, but these can be meén- 
tioned later on. ‘I'wo commissioners, 
Major walker and J. A. Cote, are here 
for Halfbreeds and their children and 
find out if they are entitled to scrip. 
The reason the government does this 
is, the Halfbreeds have Indian blood 
and have claims on that account. The 
government does not make treaty 
with .wem, as they Hve more as 
white men do, so they give them 
scrip to settle their claims at once 
and forever. Halfbreeda living like 
Indians bave the chance to take 
treaty if they want to do so. They 
have their choice, but only’ after 
treaty is signed. If there is no 
treaty made, neitner can  acrip_ be 
given. After the treaty is signed the 
commissioners will take up Half- 
breed claims. ‘he first thing they 
will do is: MWHalfbreed settlers living 
on land will be given 160 acres of 
land, that is if there is room to jo 
80, If several are settled closely 
together the land will be divided be- 
tween them as fairly as possibile. All, 
whether settled or not, will be given 
scrip for land to the value of $240, 
that is all born up to date of signing 
of treaty who have pot had pre- 
viously had serip extra granted, They 
can sell that serip, that is, all of age 
can do su, They can take if they like 
instead of this, scrip for 240 acres of 
land to be taken where they like, 
After they have located the land and 
got their title, they can live on it or 
sell part or whole of it as they please, 
but cannot sell the scrip. They must 
locate the land and get their title 
before selling. These are the prin- 
cipai points in the offer we have to 
make you. The Queen owns the 
country, but is willing to acknow- 
ledge the Indians’ claim, and offers 
these terms as an offset to all cf 
them. 

“We will be glad to anawer any 
questions and make vlear any points 
not understood. We will meet you 
again tomorrow, aftey you have von- 
sidered our offer, say about 2 o'clock 
or later if you wish. We have other 
Indians to meet at other places, but 
do not wish to hurry you. After this 
meeting you can go w the Hudson's 
Bay fort, where our provisions are

Up 
to the present I have earned my own 
living, and working in my own way 
for the Queen. It is good. 
Indian likes his way of living and his 
life. When I understand you 
thoroughly, I will know better what 
I will do. Up to the present I have 
never seen the time when I could not 
work for the Queen and make my own 
living, I will consider carefully 
what you have said.” 

Moostoos, ‘The Bull,” brother of 
Keenooshayoo: “Often before now I 
have said I would consider carefully 
what you iright say. You have called 
us brothers. True, I am the younger 
brother, you are the older brother. 
Being the younger, if the younger 
asks the older for something, he will 
be able to grant his request, same as 
our mother the Queen. I am iad 
to hear what you have to say. Our 
country is gett’ag broken up. I see 
the white man coming in, and I want 
to be friendly. i see what he does; 
it is just; we should be friends, I will 
not speak any more; there are too 
many people here who may wish to 
speak.” 

Wappeehayo, “White Partridge:” ‘I 
stand behind this man’s back (Keen- 
ooshayoo). I want to tell the com- 
missioners there are two ways, the 
leng and the short. 1 want to take 
the way that will last longest.” 

Chas, Neegmtasis, “The Twin:” “I 
follow those two brothers, Moostoos 
and Keenooshayoo. Wher I un- 
derstand better I will be able fo say 
more.” ; 

Felix Giroux spoke to the same ef- 

! fect as the previous speakers. 

Mr. Laird: We would be glad to 
hear trom some of the Sturgeon Lake 
peeple.” 

“Ine Captain:” “I accept what you 
offer. I am old and miserable now. 
I have not my family with me here, 
but I accept your offer.” 

Mr. Laird: “You wil! get the 
money for all your children under age 
and not married, just the same as if 
they were here.” 

“The Captain:” I speak for all 
those in my part of the country.” 

Mr, Laird: “IT am sorry the rest 
of your people are not here, but if 
here next year, their claims will not 
be overiooked.”” 

“The Captain:” I am old now. It 
is indirectly through the Queen we 
have lived. She in a manner has 
supplied the sale shops through 
which we have lived, Others may 
think I am foolish for speaking as I 
do, Let them think as they like. I 
'pecept. When I was young I was 
an able man and made my living in- 
dependently of any one, but now I 
am old and feeble, and. not able to do 
much.”’ yi 

Explanations by Mr. Ross. 

Hon, Jas. Ross: “I will just 
answer a few questions that have been 
put. Keenoosayhoo has said he can- 
not see how it will benefit you to take 
treaty. As all the rights you now 
have will not be 
therefore everything you get in ad- 
dition must be a clear gain. The 
whi.e man is bound te come in and 
open up the country, and we came 
tefore him to explain the relations 
that must exist between you and thus 
prevent any trouble arising. You say 
you have heard what the commis- 


sioners have said and how you wish | 


to live. We believe that men who 
have lived without help heretofore, 
ean do better when the country is 
opened up. Any fur they catch is 
worth more, that comes about by 
competition. You will notice it takes 
moro beats to bring in goods to buy 
your furs than it did formerly. We 
think that as the rivers and lakes of 
this country will be the principal 
highways, good boatmen like your- 
selves cannot fail to make a good 
living and profit from the increased 
traffic. We are much pleased to ee 
you have some cattle. it will be the 
| duty of the commissioners to recom- 
mend the government through the 
superintendent general of Indian af- 
fairs to give you cattle of a better 
breed, You say you have a righi to 
say something atout the terms we 
offer you. We offer you certain 
terms, Lut you are not forced to take 
them. You ask if Indians are wot 
allowed to make a bargain. you 
must always understand there are 
two to a bargin. We ure glad you 
understand the treaty is for ever. If 
the Indians do as they are asked we 
shall certainly keep all our pro- 
mises. We shall be glad to know 
you have got on without anyone's 
help, but you must know times are 
harder, ‘urs scarcer than they used 
to be. Indians are foud of ua free 
life and we do not wish to interfere 
with it. When reserves are offered 
you, there is no intention to make 
‘you live on them if you de not want 
to, but in years to come you may 
change and want these lands to live 
on. The Halfbreeds of Athabasca 
jare being more liberally dealt with 
than in apy other part of Canada. We 
hope you will discuss our offer and 
arrive at a decision as soon a8 pos- 
posible. We have delayed you,

_of you and teach you how to serve 
'God. Today, being pretty old, I am 
jcoming again to fulfill another duty. 
‘I come as a memter of _ the royal 
commission to make treaty with you, 
The government has been thinking

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THE ART OF SWIMMING 


The lamentable death of Senator 
Santord by drowning in Lake Rous- 
seau affords another illustration of the 
value of the art of swimming. The 
tragedy took place near the shore 
which any one accustomed to the 
water could have reached ina few 
moments, even if fully dressed. Those 
who have learn to swim have learnt 
also to avoid excitement when nlung ‘\i 
into water, and to take the )ecessary 
steps to avoid drowning. Loss of 
presence of mind when thrown into 
deep water means loss of life, wheras 
one who cannot swim who retains his 
self possession bas a good chance of 
being rescued. At some English 
schools the boys are taught not only 
how to swim, but how to rescue them- 
selves from the risk of drewning when 
accidentally plunged into the water 
while dressed. <A certain number are 
taken every week to the hathing 
place and a prize is offered to the boy 
who, when dressed, jumps into deep 


water and gets out without help. Any | 


one who has never seen or joined in 
such sports, would be surprised at 
what can be done in water with im- 
punity by a person who keeps cool 
and knows what to do to keep his 
head in the air. We have seen boys 
jump into a stream fully attired, and 
emerge quite nude, having stripped 
and throwa one garment after another 
on the shore. To such training many 
owe their lives. In Canada where 
Jakes and rivers abound, where boat- 
ing is so general, every boy onght to 
,be taught! bow to swim and to take 
care of himself if tumbled into the 
water by accident, Of course, as a 
recent event shows, the most expert 
awimmer may be drowned by being 
temporarily disabled by cramp, but 
such an exception only emphasizes the 
rule, for a swimmer seized with cramp 
is often able to save himself, whereas 
a non-swimmer thrown into quite 
shallow water, if seized with cramp, 
jwill surely drown.

one obtained them from _ official 
sources. When the ballot exposure 
was complete it was no longer pos- 
sible for ministers to keep back the 
rest of the evidence. To do so would 
be to implicate themselves and their 
whole party, an? so a beginning was 
made with the testimony of the 
voters. It is not yet concluded but 
so far as it has gone the voters have 
given evidence in accord with their 
previous declarations. 


C. W. Peterson, deputy commision- 
er of agriculture, Regina, in speaking 
at some Institute meetings in the 
Territories lately, referred to the 
great good that would result from 
| the holding of Institute meetings 
and the discussion of practical sub- 
jects by farmers. The Territoriai 
government would do everything 
they could to assist such meetings, 
and suggesied that the agricultural 
societies should take up the work. 
He also pointed out the advisability 
of a number of adjoining societies 
uniting and holding. one good show, 
which would bring about keener com- 
petition than now existed by the 
‘holding of small shows by each so- 
ciety, An amalgamation of societies 
would enatie liberal prizes to be of- 
|fered, which would induce outside 
|treeders to compete, and thus the 
stock of particular districts could be 
compared with aniuaas naving a 
show record. Piowing matches might 
also be held with advantage, and 
;be said it was intended to offer 
prizes for plowing in connexion with 
; the coming Regina far. He also 
|stated that the commissioner of the 
department had expresed his willing- 
jness to supply judges for all agri- 
jcuitural shows in the Territories if 
satisfactory arrangements could be 
made. Unless the directors of fairs 
co-operate to some extent in res- 
;pect to times of holding them, a 
{scheme such as he had indicated 
;would not be practicable, and it 
would be necessary for the depart- 
ment at Regina to be consulted, If 
convenient dates could be arranged, 
there was no doubt whatever but that 
the government could see its way 
|clear to take entire charge of the 
judging, at least in the cattle and 
‘horse classes.

The Western Mercury has the fol- 
lowing: The cricket hero of the hour 
is not W. G., nor Ranjitsinhji, nor 
Stoddart, nor Abel. These have had 


moment Into the limbo of people ig- 
nored. A. E. J. Collins, the 14 year 
old Clifton College boy, is the one 
pPromtnent personage, of whom all 
the cricket world {is talking. All in- 
dividual records achieved by Grace or 
Stoddart, or any other cricketer, fade 
away into comparative significance 
by the side of Collins’ huge score of 
628, not out. Who is this heroic lad 
--this Triton amongst the minaows of 
Clifton College cricket? An orphan 
boy from India. His father was in 
the India civil service, and young A. 
E, J. first caw the light in that far off 
country. Coming to England | be- 
tween three and four years 9, he 
was for some time at school at Cowes, 
and subsequently at Bath college. 
Clifton has numbered hint among its 
students for the past two years, anu 
he hag practicaily, acquired all his 
skill at the game since removing 
thither. Barlow, the famous Lancas- 
triain stonewaller and bowler, is 
coach at Clifton, and to that past 
master's tuition Collins attributes 
such a small degree of proficiency as 
he modestly credits himself with. For 
| the hero of the hour is really a modest 
youth, and a studious withal. Cricket 
is not an all absorbing matter with 
him, for he is bent upon _ scientific 
distinction ard also upon acquiring 
such knowledge as shall ensure his 
entry at Woolwich four years hence. 
He excels in other field sports besides 
cricket, and is one cf the best half- 
backs in the college football team. 
He has had on a previous _ occasion 
this year made 200, and last season 
was the hero of several hundreds, In 
his recent achievement, 628 (not out) 
he batted just s-ven hours, and he hit 
one six, four fives, 31 fours, 33 threes, 
and 146 twos, The most striking 
thing about this truly remarkable 
score is the fact that no one else on 
the side made so many as 50, while 
only three other boys scored over 20. 
j Collins must have been making runs 
several times faster than each of his 
10 partners, and his score is in the 
proportion of three to one of that of 
the whole remainder of the side put 
together. Another remarkable thing 
was that Collins took seven wickets 
of the opposing side for 33 runs.

A gtavity system with or without a 
reservoir or tank be practicatle, 
but without considerable more data it 
would be impossible for me to pre- 
sent an estimate of the cost of such 
a system, y 

If a reservoir. were constructed on 
the: hills west of the city (Jackson’s 
Hill) I am informed that irriga- 
tion ditch filling it could not be ov- 
erated duriag the winter months, It 
would therefore be necessary to con- 
struct a reservoir of suMctent cap- 
acity to supply the city during the 
winter, or to pump into it during this 
period, or to allow it to go empty and 
pump direct. 

The elevation of this reservoir site 
is not in my opinion sufficient to 
give a fire pressure. A steam pumip- 
ing plant would therefore be required 
for fire purposes, or steam fire engines 
used as is done in maiy of the large 
eastern cities, 

I believe that a careful survey 
would show thet this reservoir 
scheme would exceed the cost of a 
steam pumping sysiem by a large 
amount and that the interest on this 
excess amount would exceed the extra 
cost of the operating expenses. 

A tank on the hill north of the Bow 
river would give a first class domes- 
tic supply and no doubt the pipe 
could be lala across the river at 
Yeasonable cost, but there would al- 
ways be some risk in maintaining this 
pipe. 

The ‘cost of this connecting pipe 
would exceed the cost of a masonry 
tower or trestle about 80 feet high 
upon which to erect the tank in the 
low ground in the city, 

An enclosed elevated tank holding 
about 50,000 gallons erected on a imas- 
onry tower or steel trestle 80 fect 
high would cost about $7,000. 

I am informed that there is a good 
water power on the Elbow river 
about 40 miles south west of the city. 
In the event of the city installing an 
electric plant in the near future, the 
possibility of the economical trans- 
mission of power from this point 
should be carefully considered. 

The cost of developing the power 
at the falls is the only serious part 
of the problem as thec ost of the el- 
ectrie apparatus and transmission line 
can be very closely estimated and 

here are today several electric plants 
where power is successfully and ec- 
onomically transmitted to greater dis- 
tances, 

Tf this scheme were found practic- 
abie, the waterwork’s pumping plant 
could be operated by electric power. 

Question No. 8. What pumping 
Plant would in your opinion be most 
suited to our requirements? 

A plant very similar to the preaeut 
plant, that is une high duty engine, 

and one duplex, all with the latest 
improvements. 

Question No. 9. Would the system 
outlined in the pretimneary estimates 
herewith submitted by the fire, water 
and light committee be suited to the 
city’s requirements, and could it te 
constructed for the sum named in the 
estimates? 

The system outlined by the com- 
mittee is practically a system dup- 
licating the present pipe system, with 
the pumping station located farther 
west and the addition of a tower. It 
comprises about 40,000 lineal feet of 
piping with 30 hydrants. The pump 
ing machinery to consist of two 100 
horse power boilers, one triple ex- 
pansion engine, and one compound 
duplex. The estimated cost being 
placed at $95,915. 

It is upon the assumption — that 
plans and gpevificrtiong be prepared 
by a competent and experienced en 
gineer and the works carried on 
under his superintendency that I pre- 
dict that the water works would not 
cost more than sti,000, 

The plans and specifications should 
be prepared and the works placed 
under contract this year in order that 
the contractor might secure the de- 
livery of the greater part of the ma- 
terials to be used during tne wise 
months, in which case he could fully 
complete construciion during. the 
months of June, July, August and 
September. 

Some further surveys and levels 
are required before preparing detailed 
plans and specifications, 

If I were designing new works I 
would suggest that seme changes be 
made in we pipe system as showe in 
the plan prepared by the committee, 
add valves and valve chambers, and 
adopt compound instead of triple ex- 
pansion engines. 

The building should also be so de- 
signed as to give room for another 
pumping engine and a third toiler, 
and should permit of extension for 
an electric light station if you should 
decide to instal a civic plant. 

Your estimate of the prospective 
revenue and expenditure seem to me 
to be about correct, but it is probable 
that a larger sum may be recelved for 
supplying ihe railway company, 

Question No. 10. What value do 
you place upon the present pian cad 
system? 

The present plant can be duplicated 
new at present prices for Jabor, m. 
terials and mechinery for $90,..v. 

Something should be deducted from 
this amount for depreciation, and for 
Wear and tear.

(New England Farmer), 

“The ambition to succeed may be
